DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 7/27/10 
has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 13 and 15-35 are pending in the application. Claim 14 has been 
cancelled. 

-The 102(b) rejection of claims 13 and 15-24 has been withdrawn due to 
applicant amending claim 13 with limitations not disclosed by the prior art of record used 
in the rejections. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13 and 15-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for: 

-(as to claim 13) a vehicle having an engine case, a speed changing 
transmission driven by engine and having a shift shaft and a dog, a shift control device 
that performs shift control of the transmission and having a shift actuator and an 
actuation force transmission mechanism, the actuator is stroked by a predetermined 
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amount to move the shift shaft and dog into and out of engagement, the actuation 
mechanism is disposed outside the engine case and interposed between the actuator 
and shift shaft and including first and second coupling parts coupled together to provide 
movement relative to each other, a biasing mechanism that urge the coupling parts 
toward a neutral position, a stopper mechanism that stops the relative movement of the 
coupling parts when one of the parts is moved relatively from the neutral position 
against the biasing mechanism force and contacts the stopper and wherein the 
actuation mechanism receives a rotational movement input from the shift actuator and 
output the rotation to the shift shaft and in combination with the limitations as written in 
claim 13. 

-(as to claim 25) a vehicle having an engine case, a speed changing 
transmission driven by engine and having a shift shaft and a dog, a shift control device 
that performs shift control of the transmission and having a shift actuator and an 
actuation force transmission mechanism, the actuator is stroked by a predetermined 
amount to move the shift shaft and dog into and out of engagement, the actuation 
mechanism is disposed outside the engine case and interposed between the actuator 
and shift shaft and including first and second coupling parts coupled together to provide 
movement relative to each other, a biasing mechanism that urge the coupling parts 
toward a neutral position, a stopper mechanism that stops the relative movement of the 
coupling parts when one of the parts is moved relatively from the neutral position 
against the biasing mechanism force and contacts the stopper wherein when a resistive 
force acts against movement of the transmission mechanism, the first coupling part 
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moves relative to the second part against the biasing mechanism force until the first part 
is stopped by the stopper and in response to a continuing resistive force, the coupling 
parts move together upon the first part being stopped by the stopper and in combination 
with the limitations as written in claim 25.
